U.S. gives warm welcome 
to talented personality

with the British Embassy in Washington, D.C. 

tTlHE diplomatic colony In 
J. Washington felt that a 
minor atomic bomb had been 
dropped when His Majesty'* 
Government announced the 
appointment ol a "distaff 
diplomat." 

The conservative Embassy 
circles received their colleague 
politely, but secretly disap- 
proved of the womanly Inva- 
sion of their province and 
gloomily predicted that the 
Innovation would not work.
